Official registration for the® 
spring semester at Salinas Jun- 
ior College was held on Monday, 
January 24. However, more stu- 
dents are registering during this 
week and a special registration 
day for high school students com- 
pleting their senior year by the 
28th of this month, will be held 
on ‘the following Monday, Janu- 
ary 31. 

Final statistics are far from 
complete in regard to the enroll- 
ment of students, but as of Tues- 
day, 13 new women students and 
seven new men students are en- 
rolled in the Freshmen class. 

The Lower Division has 45 stu- 
dents enrolled, 24 in General Col- 
lege, 26 Occupational, and seven 
Specials. One hundred and two 
cards have been turned in by the 
end of the first day with as many 
more still out.

Offered for Spring Term 


Courses in Meteorology, Photography, and Busi- 
ness Law have been added to the already varied curric- 
ulums of Salinas Junior College for the spring semes- 


ter, which got under way last® 
Tuesday, January 25, the first 
day of classes for the second se- 
mester. 

Designed for use by future pi- 
lots, Aviation. II 
is given in conjunction with the 
junior college aviation program, 
Aviation I, or the theory of 
flight; having been offered dur- 
ing the fall term. Meteorology 


(Meteorology) | 


consists of the study of the) 


temperature, pressure, 
weather map reading, and the 
use of various instruments in- 
volved, as well as a general sur- 
vey of elements pertinent to fore- 
casting. The course will be given 
on Mondays, Wednesdays, and 
Fridays at three o’clock. This 
study was formerly given at the 
J.C. in conjuction with the col- 
lege’s civilian pilot training pro- 
gram. 

Photography, offered at the 
college until last semester, will 
be scheduled on Fridays at two 
o’clock, with the hours for lab- 
oratory work to be arranged with 
the instructor. The course, be- 
sides delving into the theory and 
history of photography and the 

- camera, will be comprised mainly 

- of practical photography; picture 
taking, developing, printing, en- 
larging, and also camera con- 
struction and lens study. 

Business Law is a course for 
business students and it covers 
such subjects as: private rights, 
contracts, agencies, negotiable in- 
struments, bailments and_ sales. 
This course is a three-unit study 
which will meet three times 
weekly at one o'clock. 

Students may still register in 
these courses.
